Reagan opts 
for Vatican 
aiTangernenf 
in Jerusalem

WASHINGTON. — Republican 
presidential nominee Ronald 
Reagan last night suggested a 
Vatican-type arrangement for the 
holy places in Jerusalem, and at the 
same Ume indicated his support for 
Israeli sovereignty throughout the 
entire city. 

At a closed -door meeting with 
American Jewish leaders, Reagan 
sold that be did not want to make a 
"major issue" of the Jerusalem 
question at this time, fearing it 
could complicate the peace 
negotiations. 

But sources present during the 45- 
minute meeting quoted the 
Republican candidate as stressing 
his support for an undivided 
Jerusalem with continued free 
access to the holy places. 

"My own Idea," Reagan said, 
"could be to follow the Rome ex- 
ample." 

Later, in elaborating, Reagan 
added that the “example of the 
Vatican In Rome" was worthy of 
serious study for Jerusalem, but the 
candidate appeared to contradict 
himself by adding; "The sovereign- 
ty of an undivided Jerusalem should 
go to MraeL" 

Reagan also said that under his 
admhristratton, the DA would ab- 
sent Itself from any UN forum from 
which Israel was excluded, and that 
it would also reduce Its funding to 
the UN la such a case* 

Reagan’s ambiguous statement 
was not immediately clarified by 
his foreign policy aides present dur- 
ing the session, including Richard 
Allen, Prof. Eugene Roetow, and 
Dr. Fred fide. 

Chairing the meeting at the 
Sheraton-Carlton Hotel was Howard 
Bquadron, chairman of the 
Conference of Presidents of Major 
American Jewish Organizations. 
Borne 40 Jewish leaders par- 
ticipated in the session, which also 
dealt with a wide variety of Middle 
Eastern and Soviet Jewry Issues. 

But the major focus of attention, 
clearly r was on Reagan's introduce 
tion of a Vatican format Cor 
Jerusalem, which was seen as a 
passible trial balloon. 

Reagan did not say anything 
about moving the U.S. embassy to 
Jerusalem or recognizing 
Jerusalem as Israel's capital. 

In his opening remarks, Reagan 
read from Ms recent B'nai B’rith 
speech, in which he strongly 
criticized the Carter ad 
ministration's Middle East policies. 


Muskie hopeful 
trilateral talks 
will resume

WASHINGTON. — Secretary of 
State Edmund Muskie yesterday 
expressed hope that the bilateral 
talks on Palestinian autonomy 
which the U.S. is currently holding 
with Israel and Egypt will eventual- 
ly lead to the resumption of full- 
scale, trilateral meetings. 

At a State Department news con- 
ference, the secretary, however, 
said he did not know when such 
three-way meetings might actually 
get off the ground. 

Other U.S. officials later said that 
Muskie and special Middle East 
ambassador Sol Llnowitz will meet 
separately this week with visiting 
Israeli Foreign Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir, in the U.S. to attend the UN 
General Assembly in New York. 
Over the weekend, Muskie and 
Llnowitz met with Egyptian 
Foreign Minister Kamal Hassan 
All, currently receiving medical 
treatment here. 

The Egyptian Minister of State 
for Foreign Affairs, Bntros GhaU, is 
in New York tor the opening session 
of the General Assembly, and ef- 
forts are currently tinder way to 
determine whether a formal 
meeting involving GhaU, Shamir 
and Llnowitz can be arranged for 
Washington later in the week. 

One U.S. official predicted 
yesterday that such a session would 
depend on the outcome of Shamir's 
talks on Wednesday with Muskie 
and Llnowitz. 

Shamir arrives from New York to 
Washington tomorrow morning for 
meetings with Llnowitz, Muskie, 
Defence Secretary Harold Brown, 
members of the House of Represen- 
tatives, the Senate foreign relations 
committee and others. He returns 
to New York Thursday afternoon 
for the opening session of the 
General Assembly. 


Meyer Lansky allowed 
to visit Israel

Muskie douses 
Carter cheer 
on hostages 

CORPUS CHRISTI, Texas. — 
President. Jimmy Carter said 
yesterday that recent comments by 
Iranian leaders might lead to a 
resolution of the hostage crisis. 

But comments by Secretary of 
State Edmund Muskie and by the 
speaker of the Iranian parliament 
were much more cautious. 

Asked at a meeting here what he 
had done as president to obtain the 
release of the 52 Americans held In 
Iran since last November 4, Carter 
made his most optimistic-sounding 
appraisal to date. 

Apparently referring to recent 
remarks by Ayatollah Khomeini, 
the president said; "They are mak- 
ing statements in Iron that might 
very well lead to a resolution of this 
problem in the near future.” 

In Washington, Muskie 
acknowledged yesterday that 
despite the formation of a new 
government in Iran the Carter ad- 
ministration ha* bee-r mable to 
open, direct aegutiu-tions for freeing 
the hostages. 

Wearing a yellow "Free the 
Hostages" emblem in his lapel, 
Muskie told a news corJerence at 
the State Department that none of 
the administration's feelers 
through third parties has panned 
out. 

Calling for a cautious assessment 
of statements by Iranian leaders, 
Muskie said: "It would be a mis- 
take to raise expectations" of 
progress toward a solution of the 
hostage crisis. 

Speaker Hashemi Rafs&njani of 
Iran's parliament confirmed at a 
news conference that the demand 
for a U.S. apology as a condition tor 
the hostages' release had not been 
dropped. In a statement on Friday, 
Khomeini omitted the demand from 
a list of conditions. U.S. observers 
interpreted this as a sign of hope for 
a solution to the crisis. (Reuter, 
AP» 


No price hike 
seen at 
OPEC talks 

VIENNA (AP). — Saudi Arabia 
yesterday told the opening session 
of OPEC ministers that it will net 
lower Its production, as demanded 
by the organization's militants, un- 
til they agree on a long-range price 
plan. 

The Saudi Oil Minister, Sheikh 
Ahmed Z&kl Yamanl, also 
suggested that the hawks in the 
Organization of Petroleum Expor- 
ting Countries will have to lower 
their prices before his country 
raises its price to achieve & unified 
tariff. 

He thought that no agreement 
would be reached until the coming 
meeting of OPEC ministers in 
Baghdad in November. 

The ministers, who began their 
special meeting with dis- 
agreements over short-term prices, 
production levels and who should 
chair the conference, appeared to 
agree that there would not be a 
general Increase In OPEC prices at 
this meeting because of ' the ail glut 
that has softened the world market. 

The Saudis dropped previous 
plans to cut output and raise prices 
after receiving an “impolite" cable 
from Iran, according to fire Middle 
Boat Economic Survey, a Cyprus- 
based oil publication considered as 
authoritative on Saudi 
developments. 

OH, finance and foreign ministers 
of the i3-natiaa Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
met to draw up a scheme to push up 
oil prices each three months to keep 
abreast of world inflation a n£ other 
factors. 

The plan alms to boost the price 
from $82 a barrel at present to & 
level where oil costs the same as 
alternate fuels, wMch OPEC es- 
timates at $60, But ministers 
proposed different indexes to use to 
measure inflation rates. 

In addition, hawks and doves dis- 
agreed over the existing level of 
prices. United Arab Emirates Oil 
Minister Mana Saeed al-Otaiba 
called on price militants to cut their 
priceB from a high of $37 to $34. He 
told reporters that “the maximum 
differential between OPEC's of- 
ficial floor price ($32) and the ceil- 
ing should not exceed two dollars." 


Iraq claims it sank 
Iranian gunboat 


BEIRUT. — Iraqi forces said 
yesterday they had sunk an Ira- 
nian gunboat and burnt two 
others In the disputed Shatt al- 
Arab waterway at the head of 
the Persian Gulf. 

The gunboat sank with its crew on 
hoard after being hit in clashes on 
Sunday, according to a Defence 
Ministry statement distributed 
from Baghdad by the Iraqi news 
agency. 

The defence ministry spokesman 
a*3d that there were renewed 
clashes yesterday morning in- 
volving Iraqi troops, artillery and 
planes. Fighting between the two 
countries erupted earlier this 
month along the southern port of 
their 1,200- km. border. 

Two Iraqi soldiers were wounded 
in yesterday's fighting, the 
spokesman added. Iranian losses 
were not known, he stated. 

In Teheran, Iran yesterday 
reported relative calm along the 


border with Iraq after 10 days of 
heavy fighting. 

"It has been relatively quiet so 
far, but we have a long border with 
Iraq and the situation can change at 
any time," a military spokesman 
said. 

Informed sources said yesterday 
that Iran would not be prepared to 
accept third-party mediation to set- 
tle the border dispute arising from 
a 1975 agreement between Iraq and 
the government of the ousted shah. 

The English-language Teheran 
Time a yesterday quoted A I- Arab, a 
Qatari dally, as saying that con- 
sultations were taking place among 
Arab and Islamic governments for 
a possible joint effort at mediation. 

Meanwhile, Izzat Ibrahim, vice- 
chairman of Iraq’s ruling 
Revolutionary Command Council, 
said in Rome yesterday that he ex- 
pected Iraq's military operation on

The state of 
semi-civil war in Syria has also 
affected the Damascus ghetto 
where 3,500 Jews live. Ben-Porat 
said that representatives of the 
Damascus and Aleppo Jews had 
appealed to the central Syrian 
authorities to protect them from 
violence. 


Minister’s 
top aide 
is arrested

TEL AVIV. — Moshe Gabai, the 
close aide and associate of 
Religious Affairs Minister 
Aharon Abuhatzelra, was 
detained yesterday on suspicion 
of receiving bribes and commit- 
ting fraud. The police plan to 
arrest another two aides of 
Abuhatzelra In the next few 
days, and to question the 
minister himself on Sunday. 

The special Investigation team 
headed by Tat-Nltzav Blnyamln 
Siegel decided to arrest Gabai after 
police decided they had gathered 
sufficient evidence against him for 
an indictment. 

Cabal's arrest, the first since the 
investigation began, constitutes a 
jdramatic turning point In the case 
Formally an adviser to Minister 
Abuhatzelra, he acted as de facto 
director-general before the recent 
appointment of GedaUa Schreiber. 

Gabai seemed prepared for his 
arrest yesterday. "I've been 
waiting for you for the past two 
weeks," he told the three police of- 
ficers who entered his office at the 
ministry in Jerusalem at 10,80 
yesterday morning. 

Siegel reportedly received infor- 
mation in the past days according 
to which ministry circles ordered 
Gabai to keep his mouth shut and to 
take advantage of hla right not to 
answer questions. 

Gabai, 56, who Immigrated from 
Morocco some 35 years ago, was 
close to Abuhatzelra 's father, a 
revered leader of the Moroccan 
community here. Gabai is con- 
sidered to have been the man 
responsibly for Abuhatzelra' a 
political success and the minister's 
closest friend ever since he became 
active In the National Religious 
Party. 

No one in the Religious Affairs 
Ministry seemed surprised yester- 
day to see the police fraud division 
men. Gabai fetched a suitcase he 
had ready in his ear. A!t*r porting 
from Abuhatzelra with a kiss, he 
was driven away in a police car to 
Tel Aviv. 

. Gabai reportedly remained tight- 
lipped during io hours of interroga- 
tion yesterday, saying only: “You 
spilt my blood by leaking to the 
press. Now prove your accusations 
yourselves." 

Gabai told reporters last week 
that the state witness, deputy Bnei 
Brak mayor Yisrael Gottlieb, had 
tried to "trap" him. He said that 
Gottlieb had phoned him and asked, 
"What’s with the money I gave you 
to transfer to the minister?” Accor- 
ding to Gabai, he hung up im- 
mediately after hearing tills ques- 
tion.

A military court In Ramallah 
yesterday sentenced Kach leader 
Rabbi Meir Kahane to nine months 
imprisonment on a series of 
charges arising out of too Incid en ts 
in the West Bank involving him and 
his followers. 

Kahane admitted that in July 1978 
he hod presented Nablus Mayor 
Baasam Shak'a with a letter 
demanding that Palestinian 'Arabs 
emigrate from the area. 

In April this year, Kach members 
evaded an array barricade at the 
entrance to Ramallah and dis- 
tributed pamphlets calling on local 
residents to leave. Tension rose and 
there was a serious confrontation 
between the town's residents and a 
small detachment of troops. 


Kahane accepted responsibility 
for his followers' actions. 

The rabbi's close associate Toss! 
Dayan was sentenced to a two- 
month probationary period for his 
part in the affair. The charges In- 
cluded disturbing the peace, the un- 
authorised distribution of political 
pamphlets and insulting a police of- 
ficer.

No hard evidence against 
Oshri in murder probe

TEL AVIV. — The police investiga- 
tion of the Amos Orion and Azar 
Cohen murders has rurf into dif- 
ficulties despite unprecedented 
police efforts and the arrest of 
Tuvia Oshri, a reputed underworld 
leader whom police have long 
wanted to jail. 

Sources close to the Investigation 
said yesterday that the police have 
not yet found hard evidence against 
Oshri or those employees of the 
Bar-Bakar meat processing factory 
who have also been arrestecL 

Police Inspector General Herzl 
Shaflr la personally supervising the 
Investigation, which the police 
regard as an' unprecedented oppor- 
tunity to bring Oshri and his 
partner Rahamlm ("Gumadi") 
Aharon! behind lock and key. 

Oshri, who has been remanded In 
police custody, and Aharonl who Is 
still abroad, are considered by 
police intelligence sources to be 
among the leaders of organized 
crime in Israel, and this Is the first 
time that the police have a chance 
to “put them away once and for 
ail." as a senior officer In the 
national police headquarters said 
yesterday. 


Up to now police have arrested 
seven suspects In this affair, but 
none of them Is cooperating with 
the investigators, even though It 
was hinted to some of them that 
they would be given the status of 
State Witness should they agree to | 
talk. 

Police yesterday questioned 
another three workers of the Bar- 
Bakar meat cutting factory owned 
by Oshri and Aharonl, but they 
were all released after a few hours. 

Oshri's attorney told reporters 
yesterday that some of the suspects 
complained of being beaten brutal- 
ly by the police. He said that he will 
complain to the Attorney General 
and Shaflr about the beatings and 
other complalnts.ag&lnst the detec- 
tives Investigating the murders. 

The police team working on the 
case Is led by Sgan-Nltzav Alex Ish- 
Shalom and Is based In the Bet 
Dagan police station, to which 
suspects are brought for question- 
ing. 

Aharonl has reportedly said he 
will return to Israel as soon as the 
investigators ask him to. But police 
officers doubted his sincerity say-; 
ing that he will be arrested as soon 
as he returns.

El Al’s $100m. deficit 
stirs fear of mass firing 
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Israel-Egypt transport taffies set

TEX, AVIV. — Fear of mass dis- 
missals In El A1 was expressed 
yesterday following reports of & 
deficit of about SI 00 m. for fiscal 
1979-1980. 

Official airline sources refused to 
comment on the deficit figures that 
were brought to the attention .of 
Transport Minister Haim Landau. 
They said that they preferred to 
wait until the El A1 Board Chair- 
man Avraham Shavit returned to 
Israel at the end of the month. 

Senior El A1 employees said, "We 
expected a deficit of some 640m. at 
the most. We never imagined It 
would be anything like this." 

Landau, however, said yesterday 
that only 660m. of the deficit con- 
sisted of operating losses. The 
remaining 640m. were losses ac- 


cumulated from the past. 

He said that El A1 bad undertaken 
Intense efficiency measures since 
the figures were prepared, and that 
as soon as he received the report of 
the American firm currently ex- 
amining the airline, he would dis- 
cuss "every million dollars In the 
deficit” with El A1 managers. The 
report is due at the beginning of 
next month. 

Finance Ministry officials have 
warned In the past that Shavifs 
forecasts were too “rosy," saying 
that it was intolerable that the state 
Should continue to finance the 
national airline's swelling losses. 

Airline officials commefited 
yesterday that cutbacks were not 
yet completed. The deficit was 
caused to a large extent by the 
world aviation crisis and steep fuel 
prices this year, they said.

TEL AVTV. — The curtains are like- 
ly to come down and stay down 
after the last picture show on Oc- 
tober 4 In all Tel Aviv cinemas. 

Representatives of foreign and 
Israeli film companies told a press 
conference here yesterday that the 
large municipal entertainment tax 
which Tel Aviv cinema owners pay 
leaves the film distributors with too 
little income to continue operating 
profitably. They would stop dis- 
tributing films, they warned. 

The distributors warned that 
since the income from Tel Aviv’s 
cinemas Is 88 — ' 60 per cent of the 
total film Industry's total income, 
closure of Tel Aviv cinemas may 
lead to the cessation of film dis- 
tribution in Israel. 

The film distributors said that 34 
per cent of the price of a Tel Aviv 
cinema ticket goes for the enter- 
tainment tax, which they said has 
been cancelled elsewhere in Israel. 
As a result, the distributors, who 
receive 40 per cent of the cinema 


owner's balance of the price, get 
less per ticket than in other Israeli 
cinemas. 

Cinema owners also pay value 
added tax on the 34 per cent enter- 
tainment tax. This means that 
some GO per cent of every ticket 
goes to taxes. The municipality 
collects the entertainment tax in 
advance from the cinema owners 
and later gives them a 38 per cent 
rebate. 

Tel Aviv Mayor Shlomo Lahat 
said yesterday that if the cinemas 
close down, he would not rebate 
their third of the entertainment tax- 
es — a sum of about IS 700,000 a 
month. 

Lahat said he would not give up 
IS20m. in annual Income In order to 
augment the profits of the cinema 
owners and film distributors. 

If the cinemas do close down lor 
good, the Finance Ministry would 
lose about X83.8m. in entertainment 
tax, income tax, employers' tax 
and VAT a year, and would have to 
make unemployment payments to 
500 cinema workers, it la learned.

Taxmen checking 
comings and goings

For the past few months, the tax 
authorities have been checking the 
names of all Israelis 18 years rad 
over whenever they leave or enter 
the country, it was learned yester- 
day from Treasury sources. 

The Information Is passed to the 
treasury in a batch once every 
three months by the Interior 
Ministry Border Control Unit. It la 
then fed into the treasury’s com- 
puter. 

If necessary, the tax authorities 
may also examine the returning 
traveller's passport for data on 
countries visited in addition to the 
final destination. If the estimated 
expenses are out of line with the 
taxpayer's declared income, he will 
be expected to explain the 
difference. 

Dan area phone hook 
put off indefinitely

TEL AVTV. — Plans to publish a 
Dan region (03) telephone directory 
listing subscribers outside of Tel 
Aviv proper have been postponed 
indefinitely, a Communications 
Ministry spokesman said yester- 
day. 

The directory was scheduled to 
appear last April, a month or so 
after distribution of the Tel Aviv 
phone book the spokesman said, but 
fell victim to cuts in the ministry 
budget. 

In a letter yesterday to Com- 
munications Minister Yitzhak 
Moda'i, Ramat Gan Mayor Ylsrael 
Peled demanded immediate 
publication of the Dan region 
volume. 

The last comprehensive Dan 
region-Tel Aviv phone book was 
published In 1978. The decision to 
issue two separate volumes was 
taken because of. the directory's 
bulk, the spokesman said. 

Fourth suspect held 
in Jaffa bombing 

TEL AVTV (Itim). — An additional 
suspect in the attempted murder of 
Yosef Lev, a leading Jaffa gang 
figure, was remanded into custody 
for five days by the Magistrate's 
Court here. 

Muhammad Turk, 29, of Jaffa is 
suspected of complicity in the car 
bombing Friday night, In which Lev 
was seriously Injured- Three other 
suspects, Hasln Kahil, David 
Vaknin, and Avraham Sinai are be- 
ing held. 

Turk is allegedly a member of the 
rival Kahil gang and police claim 
he had a motive for committing the 
act rad that he was seen near the 
site of the explosion.

Crack anti-terror unit 
not used, Shafir hints 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
“This unit includes some of 
Israel’s best fighters, but what It 
lacks is experience,” Inspector- 
General Herzl Shafir said yester- 
day at a ceremony officially open- 
ing the new facility of tbe Border 
Police's anti-terror unit In the cen- 
tre of the country. 

Shaflr's words reflect criticism 
by many officials involved In inter- 
nal security rad in the police that 
the substantial sums spent on the 
Special Operational Unit, as it Is of- 
ficially known, are being wasted, 
because it has not been used even 
once to deal with terrorist attacks. 

Since the unit's inception seven 
years ago, army commandos have 
dealt with all major terrorist at- 
tacks, including those involving 
hostages, even though such cases 
are said to be the unit's speciality. 

“Let's hope,* 1 said Shafir, “that 
we will not have to prove how good 
you are.” He added that the 


“Tirosh” police reorganization 
scheme clearly placed the respon- 
sibility for combating terrorism on 
the unit. 

Nitzav Zvi Bar, commander of 
the border police, said that the unit 
has already helped the police com- 
bat serious and violent crime and 
protect VIPs. 

The commander of the Yamam, 
aa It is known by its Hebrew 
acronym, confirmed that despite 
the unit's training, the men were 
largely Hitting on their hands. He 
asserted that the unit's facilities 
and the high level of Its personnel 
made it Israel's most professional 
anti-terror unit. 

Men for the unit are selected 
primarily from the army para troop 
and Golani brigades and undergo 
an intense six-month training 
programme. 

The new base, which coat millions 
of shekels, was opened by Interior 
and Police Minister Yosef Burg.' 


5 held in Dimona police sweep 


DIMONA (Itim). — Police swept 
through Dimona early yesterday 
morning in an unprecedented raid 
on more than 20 locations known to 
be frequented by criminals. The 
crackdown was launched to end the 
growing violence that has rocked 
the city, reaching a peak with 
repeated hand grenade attacks on 
the life of Albert Shushan, a 
Dimona resident reportedly at odds 
with a number of local gangs.

Police also seized a quantity of 
stolen goods, money and drugs.

Affidavits of exiled mayore to army panel 


Jerusalem Port Reporter 
Supreme Court President Justice 
Moshe Landau yesterday 
transferred the affidavits of the two 
Hebron area deportees to the 
military review board. 

The two, Fahd Kawasme, former 
mayor of Hebron, and Mohammed 
Milhem, the former mayor of 
Halhoul, last week submitted af- 
fidavits to the court undertaking 
not to Infringe military law in tbe 
administered territories and deny- 
ing that they made statements at- 


tacking Israel abroad. Tbe af- 
fidavits were submitted on the 
strength of a High Court of Justice 
decision which recommended that 
the review board consider their 
summary deportations following 
the murder of six Jews in Hebron 
last May 6. 

Kawasme and Milhem demanded 
in their affidavits that they be 
allowed to appear before the board 
in person and it is not yet clear 
whether any proceedings will take 
place before a decision on this re- 
quest has been taken.

Opposition is strongest among the 
more affluent, the better-educated, 
Western communities, secular and 
labour supporters.

‘End party corruption,’ 
Warsaw daily demands 


WARSAW ( UPIi. —.The Com- 
munist Party dally Trybima Ludu 
yesterday called for a purge of par- 
ty members to rid it of corruption. 

At the same time, workers from 
all over the country prepared to 
meet tomorrow in Gdansk, the 
Baltic seaport whose shipyards 
were the centre of the summer 
labour revolt, to discuss the forma- 
tion of an umbrella organisation for 
the new free trade unions. 

And Poland’s leading dissident 
group, the Committee for Social 
Self-Defence I KOR) issued a state- 
ment disclaiming a purely political 
role in the -wake of stepped-up 
, criticism by the authorities. 

An unsigned editorial In Try buna 
Ludu put it bluntly, and gave con- 
crete form to vague reports which 
have been circulating since the 
ouster on September 6 of party boss 
Edward Glerek and a corruption 
scandal before that involving the 
head of the state-run television. 

"The party must be purged of the 
people who stain its good name or 
damage its credibility.” Trybuna 
said. 

"The problem of purging our 
ranks from the individuals who 
have stopped being honest, who 
were tempted to live easy and who 
are stained with the symptoms of 
corruption has been put on the 
agenda,” it said. 


Polish President Henryk 
Jablonski also issued a stern call 
for a purge to rid the party of cor- 
rupt elements. 

"We must be determined in the 
struggle against these diseases, 
irrespective of where they are 
placed,” Jablonski said in an ad- 
dress to the Communist Party-led 
mass political organisation, the 
National Unity Front- 

Excerpts of the speech were read 
out on the state- run television news. 

The newspaper Zycie Warazawy 
reported that, at a meeting of the 
Warsaw district party central com- 
mittee over the week-end, district 
secretary Henryk Szablak attacked 
KOR. saying the dissidents wanted 
to break the unity of the workers* 
movement to use It for their own 
aims. 

This was the latest in the rising 
tide of criticism of dissidents — 
which coincides with tolerance for 
the workers, whose mass protests 
have been called "legitimate.” 

It was in the wake of this that 
KOR issued a statement disclaim- 
ing any pretensions of a' purely 
political role: 

"KOR is and will be a social in- 
stitution but not a political party," 
It said. But it emphasized that KOR 
would still Intervene when people 
are harassed ?or their views.

Soviet-Pakistan talks on Afghanistan 


MOSCOW (AP). — A senior 
Pakistani foreign affairs official 
left Moscow yesterday after six 
hours of talks here on the coming 
UN General Assembly session and 
the situation in Afghanistan, 
diDlomadc sources reported. 

Foreign Secretary Riaz Piranha, 
Pakistan's second-ranking foreign 
affairs official, met on Saturday 
and Sunday with Soviet deputy 


foreign minister Nikolai Firyubln, 
the sources said. 

The Soviet Union has sharply at- 
tacked Pakistan over the Afghan 
situation, accusing it of harbouring 
anti-government Afghan guerrillas 
and aiding the growth of American 
and Chinese * 'imperialism” in the 
region. It was not known how much 
of the latest talks was devoted to 
bilateral relations. 


89 die in Saudi plane crash 


JEDDAH (UPI). — A Saudi 
military transport plane crash ap- 
parently triggered by a fire In the 
cockpit has killed all 89 military 
personnel on board, marking the se- 
cond disaster Involving & U.S. -built 
Hercules C-1S0 aircraft in 10 days, 
officials disclosed yesterday. 

There were no survivors in the 
crash which occurred shortly 
before midnight on Sunday near 
Medina, the second holiest city in 
Saudi Arabia after Mecca. 


The state-run Riyadh * radio 
quoted witnesses as saying "Fire 
was coming out from the cockpit” 
seconds before the plane 
plummeted to earth. Aviation of- 
ficials said experts were still look- 
ing for the “black box” to deter- 
mine the causes of the fire “which 
apparently resulted in the plane 
crash.” 

A Kuwaiti Hercules C-130 plunged 
to earth 11 days ago In France after 
being struck by lightning, killing all 
eight persons aboard. 


SALISBURY (AP). — In the worst 
weekend of violence since Zim- 
babwe grained independence five 
months ago, at least 38 blacks were 
injured in a wave of grenade at- 
tacks, in a brawl, and in one kidnap- 
ping, police reported, 

"It's like tallying up casualties 
after a weekend in the war.” one 
white police officer said, referring 
to the seven-year guerrilla conflict 
ended by a British-organized cease- 
fire last January. 

In the worst single incident, when • 
a grenade exploded Saturday night 
In a crowded beerhall at 
Chltungwlza black township 16 km. 
south of here, 27 persons were in- 
jured — three critically. 

It was the second grenade attack 
in three days in the township, 
where up to 17,000 guerrillas who 


fought for independence are to be 
relocated. 

Other grenades Injured six per- 
sons in two separate incidents Sun- 
day night in another Salisbury 
black township. 

In Harare township, 11 km. north 
of here, two grenades were thrown 
into the home of a supporter of 
Jos hup. Nkomo's Patriotic Front — 
the chief rival party to Prime 
Minister Robert Mugabe's Zim- 
babwe African National Union. Six 
persons were injured. 

Ten minutes later, two grenades 
were lobbed into the nearby home 
of a supporter of Mugabe's party. 
No injuries were reported. 

Police sources said the grenades 
appeared to have been of the type 
used by guerrillas loyal to either 
Nkomo or Mugabe. 


Police were investigating 
charges by Home Affairs Minister 
Nkomo that four of his supporters 
were killed near Salisbury by 
Mugabe militants. The two former 
guerrilla leaders have long been 
rivals. 

An Nkomo aide maintained 
Mugabe militants had “unleashed a 
wave of violence" against 
members of other parties, injuring 
men, women and children. 

In Sinola, a farming town 100 km. 
north-west of here, supporters of 
the .two parties fought Saturday 
night with fists and stones. Police 
said four men were Injured and four 
others were arrested*. 

Later, a black man was kid- 
napped by six others, stabbed 
repeatedly left for dead. But be 
managed to stagger to the local 
police station to report his ordeal.

Walesa's clothes are baggy hand- 
me-downs and look as If he has 
worn them since the strike began. 

“We are not yet a union," he 
says. “We. are a union which la be- 
ing constituted. We have support 
from throughout- the' country, and 
we intend to work with the whole 
country. 

"We have to find out and decide 
how our; trade union is going to 
function. We have plenty of support 
from abroad, not only In the form of 
money but also In draft statutes. 
'But we have to develop our own 
statutes for our own specific 
situation." 

A . TYPICAL example of how the 
authorities are already trying to 
put obstacles In the way of the new 
union: the censor in Gdansk will not 
pass the design of their official 
stamp. Without that stamp they 
cannot open a bank account, so the 
huge sums from abroad are being 
kept in .private safes. 

Walesa takes a sip of very strong 
tea and says: "First we have to get 
things running here. From 
throughout the country Tm getting 
requests for instructions. 1 haven't 


got any Instructions to give. 

“We still don’t know ourselves 
how the thing should be run. But In 
a couple of weeks, or certainly 
within a month, we will elect our 
first officers." 

He wants a union with strong, in- 
dividual branches. "Then they'll re- 
main competitive. Otherwise the of- 
ficials will just rest on their laurels 
like those In the old unnions, 
because they are afraid of making 
themselves unpopular and afraid of 
spoiling their chances of promotion. 

"That way our new union, with 
many branches, will be able to do 
more for the workers." 

He knows, of course, that the old 
Communist trade unions will try to 
impede the work of the new union. 
They will seek to Infiltrate, 
sabotage, corrupt... 

“Just let them try." says WaJesa. 
"Don’t forget we now have the right 
to strike." It Is obvious that the 
authorities. Including the secret 
police, underestimated the strikers. 

During the strike, non-shipyard 
employees could only enter the 
shipyard if they had numbered 
cards printed by the strikers. There 
was a spelling mistake in the Polish 
word for “name." 

The secret police made what they 
thought was a perfect copy, but 
without the spelling mistake. That 


was just as the strikers bad planned 
it. It took the secret police days to 
find out why their agents were all 
bounced out of the shipyard doors. 

Lech Walesa, a 37-year-old elec- 
trician. wants to remain apolitical 
but he cannot get away from the 
fact that his union, by its mere ex- 
istence, is a political factor and that 
its planned union newspaper will be 
the first officially-permitted voice 
of opposition to be heard In Poland. 

"I can’t stop people thinking 
differently about the function of the 
union." he says. "If they want to 
see it as political-, then it is their af- 
fair. We shall certainly have our 
own paper, even if they try to cutoff 
our paper supplies. And it will he on 
sale in the kiosks next to the official 
paper.” 

That morning he had been to look 
at a new flat. He and his wife and 
six children, the youngest less than 
five weeks old, have been living in a 
dilapidated two-room flat. Now he 
will have not only a new flat but a 
car and a chauffeur from the union. 

Will Lech Walesa be able to make 
the switch from strike leader to 
trade union official? Will power 
corrupt him. and privileges 
separate him from those he 
represents? 

Speaking of the new baby 
daughter he has hardly seen, he 
says: “It Is not just that Z have 
become the father of one more 
child. Now I have to be responsible 
for 36 million children."

"We would like to make the crea- 
tion of vigorous and richly Indepen- 
dent local communities in the big 
urban centres.

ty and to seek the enrichment and 
reorganization of existing 
policies.” . 

WHEN OH3RA died, his dream was 
probably also dissipated. And now 
we have the latest vision which may 
become the grand design of the 
Suzuki administration — the 
"region plaza.” 

* This is meant to be the core of 
some 334 "greater municipal 
regions"- around the country, each 
one grouping about ten small cities 
and towns with a total population 
of some 200,000. 

■ They will pool their resources to 
create a town centre equipped with 
public halls and meeting places to 
offer recreation, grass roots par- 


ticipation and cultural uplift. It will 
be further beautified with parks 
and gardens. This programme 
should, or so its sponsor, the 
Ministry of Home Affairs thinks, 
launch Japan into an “era of local 
regions". 

The only problem with all these 
projects, each one more delightful 
than its predecessors, Is that so far 
none of them have ever gone into 
implementation. 

The Tanaka plan was at most a 
broad outline into which more 
specific plans had to be inserted. 
Yet, before it could even get 
started. It was destroyed by a wild 
rash of speculation in which 
everyone from small-time 
operators to mammoth companies 
bought up land wherever the ex- 
pected growth was to occur. 

This left a very bad taste In the 
mouth of the general public, and 
made it even harder to move Into 
the peripheral area, since the cost 
of land and housing had swollen 
rapidly In just a few years. 

Ohira's “garden cities" were 
praised in every speech he made. 
But the project never got further 
than a committee which was to look 
into the ways and means and report 
back. There never was any proper 
planning body, (here never was a 
budget, there never was even a plot 
of. land earmarked to become a 
“garden city."

Tell refuses to do so; Be is 
arrested and brought before 
Gessler, who orders him to prove 
his renowned marksmanship with 
the .crossbow by shooting an apple 
off his son’s head. Tell reluctantly 
agrees, and splits the apple, Gessler 
is astonished, but notices that TeU 
has concealed another arrow. Tell 
explains that this was earmarked 
for Gessler, had he missed. 

Gessler has him seized for the 
threat and taken, by boat to hia cas- 
tle. A storm breaks out. Tell Is freed 
on condition that he takes the helm. 
He does, and manages to escape. 
Later he Ambushes Gessler and 
shoots him dead with an arrow. 

Meanwhile, members of the three 
Swiss Cantons have met secretly in 
a meadow- called the 'Rutlf, 
overlooking. Lake Lucerne, and 
pledged-to resist the Austrians. The 
two events spark off a general 
uprising: the cantons form a pact to 
thow off the yoke of Austrian tyran- 
ny, and the Swiss confederation — 
that marvel of regionalism — is 
horn. - - ■ 

SO MUCH for fiction. As with other 
popular legends, like King. Arthur 


and Robin Hood, It is almost Im- 
potable to untangle it from fact. 

No one disputes that the three 
German-speaking cantons of cen- 
tral Switzerland did unite and take 
up arms against Austria.— and that 
from the mists of this event sprang 
the Swiss Confederation of 22 can- 
tons (23 if one includes Jura, which 
won separation from Bern last 
year). 

The seminal document of the pact 
is to Switzerland what the MAgna 
Carta Is to England, and the 
Declaration of Independence is to 
the U.S. But its actual date is still 
disputed. It was called the 
bundeabrief (literally "federal 
letter") and is dated 1291. It was 
.first published In 1758, and although 
Its origins are obscure, it contains a 
■central message — a determination 
'not to accept "foreign judges" — 
which is viewed as authentic. 

But the 1291 date does not fit with 
history — or the context of Schiller’s 
play, in which the --villainous 
Austrian emperor is Albrecht of 
‘Hababurg. He was not, in fact, 
chosen emperor until 129B; his 
predecessor, Rudolph; had allowed 
the Swiss cantons an acceptable 
degree of autonomy . — which to 
gratefully acknowledged by the con- 
spirators. 

Modern historians think the real 
date of the bundexbrief was more 
likely to have been 1315, after the 
first large battle, at Montgarten, In 
which - Swiss herdsmen routed 
Austrian troops. 


THIS DRAWBACK does not seem 
to have been noticed by the many 
..foreign £xperi«* yirho applauded 
: each plan; as if by mere mention it 
existed. Abroad one Increasingly 
thought of Japan as a country of ex- 
ceptionally fine living of a standard 
equivalent to its industrial level. 

This impression prevailed until 
the European Community summed 
up Japan as a nation of 
“workaholics living In rabbit 
hutches." ' I 

The Japanese, however, have 
become wary about government 
proposals. They are still living in 
small dwellings, often poorly con- 
structed, and to many cases lacking 
in amenities. With each passing 
year, the new frontier for building 
“rabbit hutches" is pushed further 
from the centre of the city where 
most people work. Commuting time 
to. Tokyo now runs into as much as 
two hours each way. 

What makes the latest plan most 
interesting is that, for the first time 
In recent history, it goes beyond a 
purely -verbal sketch of the many 
local and national bodies concern- 
ed. Also, for the first time, there Is a 
budget which Indicates the 
tremendous scope of the 
programme. 

The only hitch is that the finan- 
cial situation Is very unfavourable 
for such projects and money is hard 
to come by. 

Still, If it does get the money, 
finally perhaps a start can be made 
on building Japan's dream world.

TELL IS CONSPICUOUS by his 
absence from the earliest histories 
dealing with the revolt from 
Austria. He first enters the account 
In a history of .1477 — as someone 
called "Tall." 

Gradually, however, the legend 
begins to encroach on, and then to 
overshadow, history. It was used 
extensively by a 16th century Swiss 
historian — Aegidius Tschudi — and 
his account was in turn drawn upon 
by Friedrich Schiller. 

Despite its many embellishments, 
Schiller's play still echoes to a 
moral dilemma which has a dis- 
tinctly contemporary ring about it. 
This ia whether or not violence Is 
acceptable; and so starkly Is the 
theme presented that the actors are 
regularly asked whether in modern 
life Tell would .be considered a 
terrorist for killing Gessler. 

"Certainly not," said Benedict 
Horn. "Tell was intent on personal 
revenge against one man — not like 
modern terrorists who shoot and kill 
indiscriminately." 

SCHILLER'S greatest achievement 
in the play is dramatic, and it comes 
with the fateful apple scene. As the 
audience Is craning to see whether 
Benedict Horn. win. in fact, deliver a 
bolt from what appears td he a con- 
vincingly lethal cross-bow, there is 
a clatter of hooves as another figure 
enters on horseback (the more 
authentic in the natural setting). 

Heads turn as he makes an im- 
passioned plea for Tell. Then there 
Is a sudden roar from the villagers 
on the stage, and, one Jubilantly 
holds up an apple, neatly sliced in 
half. 

Tell embraces his son. Gessler 
shakes his head In disbelief. And the 
audience mutters in Irritation at 
having missed the flight of history’s 
— or rather the theatre’s — most 
famous arrow.

A COMPANY believed to represent 
China's national airline, recently 
purchased three-quarters of one of 
Hong Kong's most prestigious of- 
fice buildings for 5238m. Another 
Communist Chinese firm recently 
announced a joint venture to build 
one of the colony's Iargest-ever 
private housing estates, for half a 
million people, near the border with 
China. 

These are the most dramatic re- 
cent indications that China regards 
the lease of Hong Kong, due to ex- 
pire on July 1, 1997 as a dead letter 
and that the colony will be allowed, 
to continue operating In its present 
form well beyond that date. 

Hong Kong is a British colony un- 
der treaties concluded In the 19th 
century between Britain and the 
then Chinese emperors. The Island 
of Hong Kong and a small part of 
the mainland opposite were ceded 
to Britain in perpetuity, while a 
larger part of the peninsula, known 
as the New Territories, was leased 
only until 1997. So on commerlcal 
leases in the New Territories the 
written expiry date Is June 28, 1997. 

Until recently, businessmen here 
budgeted, on getting a return on 
their investment well before 1997. 
Even though Britain legally holds 
part of Hong Kong in perpetuity, it 
was considered likely that If China 
took back the New Territories the 
remainder would be too small to 
survive on Its own. 


BUT NOW the businessmen have 
changed their minds. Last month, 
four sites for commercial and 
residential development in the New 
Territories were sold for $7Sm, One 
reached five times the opening bid. 
In paying sucb large prices, 
developers are following the exam- 
ple set by the Communist Chinese 
companies themselves, for Com- 
munist firms are among the largest 
Investors In Hong Kong real estate 
and industry. 

China earns one-third of its 
foreign exchange In Hong Kong, 
through over 50 department stores, 
banks. Insurance companies and 
other businesses. In the last two 
years. Communist firms have in- 
vested In oil depots, petrol stations, 
a machine tool plant, a shipyard, 
and that enormous housing project. 

These are not short-term In- 
vestments. The housing estate es- 
pecially will become almost 
worthless if China took over the 
land* Hong Kong people would no 
longer want to live there. If, on the 
other hand, the colony remains part 
of the world capitalist economy and 
property prices continue to rise at 
their present rate, the estate will be 
immensely profitable. 

China's leaders have also been at 
pains to stress that Hong Kong's 
future is stable. On the first-ever 
visit by a Hong Kong governor to 
Peking last year. Senior Vice- 
Premier Deng Xiaoping urged in- 
vestors "to put their hearts at 
ease." This assurance has been 


repeated several times since, by 
Chairman Hua among others. 

THE INTERDEPENDENCY of 
Hong Kong and China has in- 
creased dramatically over the last 
18 months. In 1979, Hong Kong’s ex- 
ports to China rose by more than 
BOO per cent over the previous year; 
Chinese exports to Hong Kong rose 
by 45 per cent in that period. The 
corresponding figures for the first 
five months of this year are in- 
creases of 300 per cent and 50 per 
cent. 

China buys electricity from Hong 
Kong, it uses the colony's telephone 
and telecommunications facilities 
and It repairs its ships there. 
Investing the other way, Hong Kong 
companies have over the last two 
years set up several hundred ven- 
tures Inside China, mostly In light 
industries, hotels and housing. 

This new confidence Is widely felt 
throughout the business commilni- 
ty. The executive director of the 
colony’s leading financial institu- 
tion. the Hong Kong and Shanghai 
Bank, said China's new economic 
and foreign policies had completely 
changed the outlook and 
relationship existing between Hong 
Kong and China. 

"It has strengthened enormously 
the confidence of industrialists and 
entrepreneurs to the point where 
they can plan their long-term in- 
vestment well beyond the supposed- 
ly fatal 1997."

Signs of ancient cannibalism

EXCAVATIONS to the Bronze Age 
towns surrounding King Minos's 
palace at Knossos in Orate have 
turned up the macabre remains of a 
Minoan religious rite that may have 
included eating the flesh of young 
children. It is the first evidence of 
cannibalism to be unearthed by 
archaeologists working lb the 
Aegean, according to Professor 
Peter Warren, of Bristol Universi- 
ty- 

Warren, directing the dig for the 
British School at Athens, reached 
what he called "this extraordinary, 
even disagreeable conclusion" 
after scientists studied more than 
200 human bones found in the base- 
ment ruins of a 16th century BCE 
Minoan town house at the end of 
last summer's excavation season. 

About 20 of the bones showed fine 
knife-marks, like butchers' cuts. 

"They are exactly comparable to 
the type of marks found on animal 


bones prepared for food," Warren 
said. The cuts were carefully made 
at right-angles to the bone by a 
knife with a blade of bronze or 
perhaps obsidian, the black 
volcanic glass Imported to ancient 
Crete. 

THE BONES were discovered to a 
jumbled heap in one corner of a 
room gutted by a fierce fire, but 
they showed no traces of burning, 
suggesting they fell from an upper 
story. In another basement room, 
the excavators found a collection of 
unusually fine pottery. Some vases 
bad pierced bases, indicating that 
they were used for pouring libations 
in a religious rite. 

Among them were several 
fragmentary vessels painted with 
octopus and starfish in the exotic 
Marine Style that flourished at 
Knossos about 1450 BCE, shortly 
before the Cretan palaces were 
destroyed. These dated the deposit. 

This season's excavations have 
produced a clear link between the 


finds in the two rooms. A pithos jar 
from the area which contained the 
pottery held edible snail shells — a 
common item In the Minoan diet — 
and several more human bones, 
confirming that both fell from a 
first-floor religious cult area. 

"Because of the warped skull 
fragments that wouldn't fit 
together properly, we thought at first 
we had the remains of almost a 
dozen children." said Shellagh 
Wall, a British Government scien- 
tist. “But It's now clear we have 
just two — one aged about eight and 
the other n or 12, Both apparently 
were in normal health at the time of 
death." 

INITIALLY, Warren was tempted 
to think the unusual find was a case 
of secondary burial or the result of 
famine. But the sacred pottery led 
him to conjecture a ritual where a 
group of Minoana in a state of 
religious ecstasy ate human flesh to 
achieve communion with a god."

Liquor cabinets 
consist ox bottles picked up helter skelter, 
often as gifts. One acquaintance of mine 
.faithfully keeps a mouldering collection of 
dregs left by a previous tenant, in the film 
"belief that some day someone may want to 
. drink them. 


Anxious to get some expert advice on the 
'.subject, I consulted Gadi Lustig, director of 
isales for Stock, one of the country's major 
producers and importers of liquor. % His 
response not only produced some good basic 
-advice on stocking a bar, but brought new in- 
'sights into the world of wines and liquors, for 
Stock also produces a limited, but in- 
teresting, line of table wines under the 
Hamartef and Monfort labels. 


But first to the bar. For a basic supply, 
Lustig recommends an investment in four 
bottles: brandy, white vermouth, gin and 
vodka. He points out that all are made local- 
ly and, except for the vermouth, will keep in- 
definitely. They also enable you to offer a 
large variety of before dinner drinks and 
even something for after the meal. 

If, indeed, you do acquire the above selec- 
tion. you may offer your guests a before- 


dinner selection of vermouth, with or 
without, ice, lemon or soda. For those wan- 
ting hard liquor, there is the choice of gin and 
tonic, using bottled tonic water, a Screw- 
driver, consisting of gin and orange juice, or 
a Bloody Mary, made up of vodka and 
tomato juice. 

The vodka may also be drunk as it is, es- 
pecially by those with a Russian past or 
pretensions. To satisfy these guefets, Lustig 
recommends keeping the vodka .in the 
freezer. Other drinks may be kept in the 
kitchen cabinet. After a very long time, the 
vermouth will eventually darken in colour. 
This means it is time to throw it out. The 
other drinks will keep as long as they are 
tightly closed. 

The brandy is strictly an alter' dinner 
drink. Serve it in fancy balloon glasses If you 
have them. Never serve brandy before 
dinner, mixed with ice. To widen your after- 
dinner selection, you might like to buy a li- 
queur as well. Lustig, of course, recommend- 
ed his own brand's orange liqueur, which, he 
points out, is good for cooking as well as 
drinking. Since many people like a sweet 
drink after dinner, it might be wise to have at 
least one such item. 

For those who will immediately wonder, 
“But what if someone asks for something I 
don’t have or don't know how to make?" The 
answer is a simple one. Unless you have a 
professionally equipped bar, never ask 
“What will you have?” Always offer your 
guests a choice of two or three items, depen- 


ding on what you have on hand. The 
courteous guest will not ask for something 
you obviously do not have. 

From here on It is a matter of taste, but the 
next item that naturally comes to mind is 
whisky. This is expensive, but nice to have on 
hand and many guests, if given the choice, 
will ask for it. For Lustig, the next bottle to 
buy, would be white rum, an essential item if 
you want to show off making daiquaris or 
rum punches. It’s fun, but you can five-- 
without it. ' 

But in fact, despite the talk of hard liquor, 
it was wine we had come to see at the 
Hamartef cellars in Petah Tikva. The cellar 
was at the peak of activity with the grape 
harvest coming in, but Avraham Zucker- 
man, director of the caves, told us it was too 
early to say what the vintage would be like. 

With me was Hans Fritz, the Tel Aviv 
Hilton's new food and beverage manager. 
Both Zuckerman and Fritz had some 
iconoclastic things to say about wine in 
general and Israeli wines in particular. 

For example, they agreed that despite the 
hardfast rule to serve red wines at room 
temperatures, this did not necessarily apply 
to Israel. Fritz felt that local reds, more 
fragile than their European counterparts, 
lost their bouquet if too warm, while Zucker- 
man pointed out that room temperature in 
Israel is hardly the 1S D C that one might find 
in Europe. Inddently, in the U.S., where cen- 
tral heating reigns supreme. It is also con- 
sidered proper to chill red wine slightly. They 


agreed, of course, that this did not mean ser- 
ving the wine Icey cold. 

As we spoke, a buzzer sounded, signalling 
that a shipment of grapes had come in. Tbe 
while semilion grapes went straight from the 
truck into the mechanized equipment that 
first separated grapes from the stems and 
then pressed them. Zuckerman pointed -out 
that only the free-running juice was used to 
make white wine. The second -pressing was - 
also fermented, tnrt 'tft£ entf product 1 '^* dfa-T 
. tiUed to produce hidO^bl for. the -firnj’js hard ' 
liquor production. 

The liquor production also provided the 
answer to another question that has always 
Intrigued me when I visit a winery: Why 
does Israel have so little wine vinegar? 
Zuckerman explained that no vinter likes to 
sell vinegar, because it Is an admission that 
the wine has gone bad. In his own case, he 
said, wine that is unsuccessful is immediate- 
ly sent off to make raw spirit. 

As the cloudy white liquid that would even- 
tually become crystal clear wine ran off into 
hidden containers, we went into the cellars to 
watch another aspect of the harvest season. 
The peels and seeds that had fermented with 
the juice of a batch of petit slr&h grapes was 
being removed, after the juice had acquired 
the necessary taste and colour. For red wine, 
this process takes a few days, for ros6, only a 
day. 

In Europe, he told us, these peels are used 
to make the fiery marc of France or grappa 
of Italy.

EXTRAVAGANT entertaining la 
contrary to the mood of today. 
Receiving guests should be aa sim- 
ple aa possible. Inviting people for 
tea or after dinner Is much easier 
than for a meal. But If you must, 
then make it an unpretentious 
supper for which you can make in- 
teresting. appetizing dishes. 

For tea, serve a pizza and then 
cake with Iced tea or hot coffee. 
After dinner, give a drink with 
snacks or spreads of tuna or cheese 


or nuts, then a cake with ice cream 
and coffee and later a bowl of fruit. 

For supper, a bowl of hot or cold 
soup served with hot toasted cheese 
or a grilled tuna sandwich and a 
tomato salad Is light and 
refreshing. Or serve a slice of cold 
melon, an excellent omelette (see 
recipe below) and an unbaked 
pineapple cheesecake with drinks. 

I remember an excellent supper 
in Washington served by a former 
U.S. diplomat to Israel which was a 
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cold borsht with a our cream and 
pirosky. I serve berekaa with 
cheese or liver or cousemet (grits) 
another version of pirosky or knlsh. 
Two Egyptian dishes never fall to 
please — machshee (dolma) of 
tomatoes and peppers, or megedra, 
a dish of lentils and rice or 
burghul. The recipe below was 
served at the Hilton Hotel during 
the recent Egyptian food 
demonstrations. 

Cubed cooked chicken In a white 
sauce with noodles and mushrooms 
makes a hearty one-dish meal, easy 
to serve and popular. Garnish with 
pickled gambas and serve with a 
green salad, or green , peas. This 
dish can be made with steamed 
fish, too. 

An Inviting and cosily cooked 
casserole, is to take a tin of 
mackerel In tomato sauce, mix with 
2 cups of cooked rice, 2 eggs. U cup 
of chopped onions immered in a 
tbsp of oil and a half cup of grated 
yellow cheese. Bake or cook on an 
asbestos pad, covered, on top of the 
stove. Serves 4. 

Eggplant casserole is really 
good, if you like the charred taste, 
then grill or char .two medium 
eggplants, on open tire. I boil one 
with the skin and chop up and add a 
peeled, charred mashed eggplant to 
it. Season well with salt, pepper, 
sharp red pepper, sesame seeds, 2 
beaten eggs. Pour Into a casserole. 
Cover with bread crumbs and 
grated Parmesan cheese. Bake un- 
til set in oven or under grill. 

I have a friend in New York wbo 
Is Hungarian and serves a supper 
dish for which she Is famous. Her 
friends come with jars to take home 
whatever is left — if any: 

Ann’s Kraut Sweckle 
«6 portions I 

Grate a head of early or green 
cabbage (1 kg} , add 2 tbsp salt and 
let stand for xo minutes. Squeeze 
out the liquid and brown the cab- 
bage with 2 sliced onions In *4 cup or 
chicken fat or oil. Cover and 
simmer for >£ hour until a light tan, 
turning occasionally. Cook one 
package of square or broad 
noodles. Mix with the cabbage and 

season with black pepper to taste. 

Kasha Berekea or Knishea 

Beat a small egg with a cup of 
cousemet ’'kasha.’ 1 Dry on a small 
flame or in oven stirring now and 
then. Add 2 cups of boiling water, a 
tap of salt and simmer until liquid is 
absorbed.

When 
tender, add 2 ciups of rice and a 
chopped onion fried In 3 tbs. oLL Add 
enough water to cover the rice, salt 
and pepper to taste and crushed 
garlic. Simmer until rice- la soft, 
about IS minutes.

OUve Spread 

Chop half a cup of stuffed olives 
with a cup of white cheese ( 5 %), 
and a tbsp. of french dressing. Use 
on sandwiches or as dip with 
crudities. 

Tuna Fondue 

Boil a cup of milk, add a cup of 
tomato soup and a cup of grated 
yellow cheese, 1 tbsp of flour mixed 
with 2 tbsp. wine. Cook stirring un- 
til thick, add a small tin of flaked 
mackerel or tuna and a crushed 
clove of garlic. Serve In a chafing 
dish or attractive bow) with cubes 
of pumpemlckle bread on forks. 


Pineapple Cheese Cake 

This is one of the nicest unbaked 
cheese pies with no eggs. You simp- 
ly make a crust of crushed biscuits 
mixed with melted margarine (no 
sugar is necessary). Press in to a 
Pyrex or other cake plate and chill. 
Meanwhile, dissolve a tbsp. of 
gelatine powder In % glass of cold 
water and add to a glass of boiling 
milk with 16 cup of sugar. When 
cool, mix in 2 containers of 5-9% 
cheese, a cup of pineapple cubes. 
Pour into the biscuit crust and chill 
at least 3 hours. 

Omelettes 

At the Ms ’atom Air Catering 
Plant in Ben-Gurion airport, 2 saw 
hundreds of uniform omelettes be- 
ing turned out without any fat. The 
secret was to add parve cream to 
the beaten seasoned eggs — 2 tbsp. 
to every 3 eggs. The cream 
prevents the sticking. The 
omelette Is ladled out on to the hot 
pan stirred with a fork, and rolled 
over. 

A cake for all holidays (20 portions) 

Bake in a large high pan 30” x 
18 ". This cake can be varied; up- 
side down, cake with plums or mlwH . 
mish or sliced apples with peels 
placed in the bottom of the greased 
pan or marmot cake by adding g 
tbsp. cocoa and 2 tbsp. sugar to part 
of the batter. 

Mix & margarine with 2 tbs. oil, l 
cup sugar, l lebanla, 1 pkg. self 
raising flour, l tap. vanilla, and 
cup of raisins. Add 3 well-beaten 
eggs and pour into the well greased 
pan. Bake 40 minutes in medium 
oven (ISO 11 ). 

Bulgarian Apple Roll 

This apple cake is an enticing 
cake for Succot. Grate 4 apples with 
peel on a 24x16 baking sheet which 
is sprinkled with sugar and cin- 
namon. Make a sponge cake with 4 
beaten egg whites stiffened with 4 
tbs sugar, beat in the egg yolks, add 
a tbs oil and a large glass of flour. 
Pour over the apples. Bake In a 
medium oven until just set, about 80 
minutes. Turn out onto a paper 
towel and roll up. Sprinkle -with 
powdered sugar or whipped cream. 
Cocoa Rum Cake 

This is just the thing to. serve with 
the new Ice creams.

A display of various dishes and 
food-trays reinforced my bid pre- 
judice that male chefs may turn out 
intricately decorated and, .wonder- 
fully garnished platters, but when it 
comes' to actual taste... well, 
nothing can beat a woman's cook- 
ing. The tasting-team, it seems felt 
the same: “Why does every dish 
have to be decorated with a sugared 
cherry?. Is this the country of 
sugared cherries? The -food is 
altogether too prettied-up and 
beautified. Who needs all that 
stuff?" asked Rose, explaining that 
today toe trend is towards simple, 
natural food. 

Another drawback in El ATs food, 
the three said, is the lack of 
emphasis on Israeli food. Instead, 
the food could, be anything but 
Israeli, "Where are all your 
wonderful fruit and vegetables? 
I’m sure that anyone flying El AJ, 
especially tourists, would prefer to 
taste Israel’s famous produce. “

The tasters - were full of praises 
for the breakfast .they sampled

The 15. meat, dishes (also served 
first class passengers) did not fare 
so favourably. The schnitzel es- 
pecially was blasted for being 
prepared in flour (rather than in 
bread crumbs as it should be) and 
arriving soggy. Other meat dishes 
were ruled uninteresting, unattrac- 
tive or not tasty. 

Only three meat dishes passed 
the tasting test; coq-au-vin. sliced 
veal, and duck in orange sauce. 

The tasters were then treated to a 
vast array of desserts: mousses, 
puddings, layer cakes, rich cakes, 
simple cakes, pastries and others. 

"Aircraft passengers usually 
prefer simple, good food and steer 
clear of rich, creamy, oversweeten- 
ed concoctions," said the tasters, 
settling finally on & simple, fresh 
cake with chocolate chips inside it, 
which tasted and looked entirely 
home-made. The tasters also com- 
mended the Juicy Israeli melon, but 
deplored the Waldorf salad, gar- 
nished with the ever-present 
sugared cherry. Inside the melon- 
half, as overdoing a good thing. 

El Al and Tam am officials would 
not say how seriously they would 
adhere to the tasting-team's 
recommendations. One thing is cer- 
tain, though: the good food la all 
there, already being prepared by 
too plant. It need only be picked 
out. shed of preserved, unnecessary 
trimmings, accompanied by fresh 
Israeli, produce, and simply and at- 
tractively served.

When steaks 
are cooked, take sauce out of fridge 
and pour over the steaks. The sauce 
should have toe consistency of 
cream.

Jerry Melitz’s recipe for sole filet 
In port and cream sauce: 

Saut& the filets briefly in butter. 
Arrange the filets and sliced onions 
In an oven-proof dish (iron Is 
nicest). Sprinkle with lots of 
chopped parsley. Pour over eight 
tablespoons of port. In a bowl, beat 
'6 egg yolks with 1 glass of double 
cream, mix well, add salt and 
pepper and 2 teaspoons mustard 
powder, and pour over sole filets. 
Bake for 35 minutes to moderate 
oven. Serve hot. 

Recipe for red fruit Rodgrod : 
Boil mixed red fruits 
(strawberries, cherries, grapes or 
any other kind of red berries) for 
about 10 minutes. Blend to obtain 
lit litres juice. Add to the juice 90 
grams of tapioca, 120 grama sugar 
and the juice of l lemon. Boll for 
another 15 minutes, stirring all the 
time with a wooden spoon.

While they 
are cooking for 10 to 15 minutes, 
take a frying pan and fry bread 
crumbs till brown, then add glass 
of sugar and a pack of vanilla 
sugar. Take out balls from water 
and sprinkle breadcrumbs round 
them and serve. For filling you can 
add prunes, but this is optional.

Higher prices caused by use of credit cards would affect all customers 

Credit cards in supermarkets?

TEL. AVIV. — Are credit cards and 
their increasing use here adding 
fuel to the name of Inflation? This is 
a question to which the leaders ot 
our economy may soon have to 
supply an answer. 

President Jimmy Carter earlier 
this year tried to curb the use of 
credit cards in the U.S., but had to 
give up the effort. Some say that he 
(lid so under the pressure of power- 
ful economic Interests in an election 
year. 

One of the areas in this country 
where credit cards have not yet 
penetrated to any large extent is 
the retail food business. The Super- 
sol chain of supermarkets is now 
lobbying in an effort to abolish 
credit cards in the food Industry. 

Mordechai Kreiner. head of 
marketing at Supersol, explained to 
The Jerusalem Post recently that 
supermarkets work on a low mark- 
up of about 20 per cent, which goes 
mainly to cover handling costs. Net 
profits before taxes come to about 2 . 
per cent, he said. 

He emphasised that with Israel's 
high rate of inflation the credit ex- 
tended to consumers must come 
from somewhere, and that the 
credit card companies charge for 
their service. To cover these ex- 
penses, he said, the supermarkets 
will have to raise their prices. 

According to an American credit 
card company official. President 
Carter relinquished his effort to 
curtail the use of credit cards 
because it was learned that they 
were not an important factor in 
fostering Inflation. 

This same official say a that 
although in the U.S. credit card 
spending Is a highly visible form of 
consumer spending, it actually 
represents only 9 per cent of total 
credit in the U.S., excluding 
mortgages. He believes that in 
Israel this figure Is even smaller, 


therefore It cannot have such a 
great influence on the economy. 

Yosef Geva, president of the 
Supersol chain, says that the above 
facts reinforce his company's point. 
That point Is that only a small 
percentage of the better-to-do pop- 
ulation can afford to hold credit 
cards. While this group enjoys the 
advantages of credit, the higher 
prices caused by this are felt by the 
lower-income customers, who can- 
not afford to use credit cards. 


An official of the Co-op Consumer 
Union, the roof organization of the 
Co-op chains of supermarkets, 
which honour Bank Hapoalim 
Isracard credit cards, told The Post 
the opposite of what Geva had said. 
He claimed that at present only 
about 15 per cent of all their 
customers use credit cards. The 
firm regards this as a marginal 
group of buyers, which does not 
cause the need to raise prices. 

The Consumer Union official said 
that his stores manage to underbid 
their competitors because they 
keep a low profit margin. (This last 
statement was refuted by the Co- 
op's competitors, who claimed that 
they had the lower prices.) 

The Co-op official went on to give 
another reason why they manage to 
keep their prices low. “'This is not 
publicity, but fact. We are the 
largest chain in the country, with 
over 200 stores.” 

Kreiner of the Supersol chain also 
says that a consumer holding a 
credit card tends to spend more 
than one paying by cheque or cash, 
which is against the policies of the 
government. 

Officials of the Hlstadrut's Cen- 
tral Consumer Authority (CCA) 
have not received any complaints 
about supposed “negative effects" 
of credit cards on consumer spen- 
ding. The CCA has not, however, 
checked out the economic factors 
behind the use of credit cards. 


A legal adviser of the CCA agrees 
with Kreiner that credit cards cost 
stores honouring them money. 
These costs range from half a per 
cent to 3 per cent or even more of 
retail prices. But he also agrees 
with the Co-op official who holds 
that since the use of credit cards is 
not widespread, these extra costs 
are widely distributed over all 
prices and are thus not felt. He 
thinks that credit card users in this 
country are mainly professionals 
and persons with a higher educa- 
tion, who see in credit buying a way 
of getting a slight edge on inflation. 

The increased use of credit cards 
here has raised many legal 
problems, which a committee of 
jurists headed by Justice Aharon 
Barak is now looking into. These 
problems Include the limits of 
responsibility of a credit card 
holder if he loses' his card, or If it Is 
stolen. What is the credit card com- 
pany's responsibility in case the 
user is supplied with a product of in- 
ferior quality, or not supplied with 
the goods at all. The committee is 
also checking into the criminal 
aspects of the unlawful use of credit 
cards. 

Summing up this issue, the Co-op 
Consumer Union official said that 
the use of credit cards today is a 
world-wide reality. Credit card 
facilities attract more customers 
and Increase sales, he said. 

Yosef Geva admitted that his 
chain will probably be forced to 1 
honour credit cards because its i 
competitors do so. Supersol Is now 
carrying out an experiment with 
the use of Visa credit cards in two of 
its outlets, in Rehovot and 
Glvat&yim. 

The Shekem chain of department 
stores has held talks with the 
leading credit card companies, but 
in the end decided to extend 
customer credit through an Internal 
system. 



Banks to give clients 
copies of contracts

Banks which do not give their 
clients copies of contracts or other 
agreements they make with the 
bank will be obliged to do so after 
April next year, the Bank of Israel's 
Examiner of Banks has decided. 

Some banks do not give their 
clients copies .of agreements, even 
when the clients demand a copy. Ac- 
cording to the rules drawn up by 
Oded Messer, the examiner of 
banks, clients will get copies of 
agreements such as those made for 
opening accounts, depositing bonds 
and securities, powers of attorney, 
and of applications for credit cards 
and electronic banking cards.

TEL AVIV. — ft you want a teat 
hearing following a traffic acci- 
dent, try to have, your c la im filed In 
a Jerusalem court. And by all 
means try not to have this type of 
claim heard In a Tel Aviv court — 
for it may be bogged down there for 
four or five years. 

This was the off-hand advice 
offered yesterday by Uzi Abel, 
director-general of the 
government-sponsored Avner In- 
surance Company, which Issues 
compulsory third-party policies on 
behalf of all the 45 insurance com- 
panies active fn -Israel. 

“The fastest hearings are In 
Jerusalem," he said, “followed by 
Nazareth, with Beersheba and 
Haifa tying for third place. The , 
slowest hearings are In Tel Aviv, 
where the court backlog is Im- 
mense." 

The problem, of course, Is how to 
have your file switched from Tel 
Aviv to Jerusalem, if the accident 
took place In Tel Aviv. 

If the driver lives In Jerusalem, , 
this is certainly possible. But if he , 
lives In Tel Aviv? “Well, he can ex- 
ert pressure on his Insurance com- 
pany (with which he files his claim, 
and not directly with Avner) to pre- 
sent the claim In Jerusalem — 11 
this company has an office in 
Jerusalem."

Full Haifa grain silo causes 
costly delays unloading ships

HAIFA. — The Ministry of Industry 
and Trade is paying hundreds of 
thousands of dollars for demurrage 
on grain shipments because the 
D&gon alio is full and ships bave to 
wait before they can unload . 

A D&gon spokesman told The 
Pan l that for the past six months the 
unloading of grain ships has 
proceeded “on and off.” with fre- 
quent stoppages, as the silo was fill- 
ed. and could take no more fresh 
grain. 

Yesterday and on Sunday un- 
loading had to be suspended again, 
as (he silo was filled to its 80,000-ton 
capacity. The Zim-owned carrier, 
m.s. Mezada, which Is awaiting her 
turn to unload 30,000 tons since 
Saturday, will continue to wait at 
least until this morning, when tt is 
hoped enough grain will have been 
shipped out of the silo. 

On Wednesday another 80.000 
tons of grain are due to arrive on 
board the En Gedl. and she will 
have to wait her turn for a day or 
two, at least. 

The silo completed unloading the 
American m.s. Delta Caribe with 
SO.ooo tons of grain last Wednesday,

before the start of the Rosh 
Hashana holiday, but unloading 
could not be resumed on Sunday, 
because the silo was full. 

Delaying the departure of a ship 
costs an average of $7,500 a day. 

The spokesman of the Industry 
Ministry, which imports the grain 
from the U.S. and Canada, told The 
Post that officials considered the 
situation “satisfactory.” The short 
delays in unloading were caused In 
part by inland storage problems 
and by the tact that the ministry 
had no control over operations In 
the ports of departure. 

He noted that last year's local 
grain harvest of 250,000 tons had 
been particularly good, thanks to 
the rainy winter. 

Due to the shmitta year, 
however, some bakeries had declin- 
ed to use local wheat since their 
religious customers would not eat 
the shmitta bread. This had added 
to the storage difficulties, he said. 

The ministry had computerized 
the grain import programme near- 
ly two years ago to avoid delays and 
the resultant demurrage fees. "But 
the computer cannot foretell every 
difficulty that crops up.'* the 
spokesman, Ya’lr Kaufer, said.

THE IDEA of union among the various Arab states has in recent 
years become a bad Joke. The Arab scene is Uttered with the 
debris of attempted federal unions that went bust, of union plans 
that fell through, of union proposals that were enthusiastically 
hailed yet never even reached the drawing boards. 

Ibis record may itself be reason -for taking the now mooted 
merger of Syria and Libya with a large grain of salt. Since it 
was announced by Hafez Assad and Muazmnar Gaddafi in 
Tripoli a fortnight ago, the Syrians In fact seem to have been 
getting increasingly cold feet about the scheme. 

Even the official press in Damascus has been sounding daily 
warnings about the danger of a headlong rush into union with 
Libya. , 

Memories of the dismal merger with Nasser's Egypt in the 
late 50s are, of course, still freah in Syrian minds. The abrupt en- 
ding of that experiment by Independence-minded Syrian army 
officers has produced an aversion to adventures In unification. 
But not so strong an aversion as to entirely suspend the pursuit 
of the chimera of Arab unity. 

^Just two years ago another merger plan, this time between 
Syria and Iraq, emerged from a summit In Baghdad. Before 
long it foundered on the flinty rock of rivalry between the 
waning Ba'ath factions that rule Damascus and Baghdad. A 
similar fate has overtaken an earlier scheme of union between 
-Syria and the Kingdom of Jordan. 

Plainly the Syrians are worried that the Tripoli project, the 
brainchild of that desert romantic (and, according to Anwar 
Sadat, certified madman) Col. Gaddafi, may easily go the way 
of all such previous projects. 

They have good cause to be worried. Of all the Arab mergers 
proposed to date, the union of Syria and Libya is the most 
bizarre by far. The two lands are 500 miles apart by air, with 
Israel and Egypt nestling in .between. Hie gulf of civilization 
separating them is ever wider. 

That Gaddafi should crave the glory of laying down some Li- 
byan lives on Syria's rejectiozdat soil, is perhaps understan- 
dable. What is less easy to fathom is what induced President Assad 
to jump so avidly into the colonel's embrace. 

Was it the prospect of ending Syria’s isolation in the Arab 
world? But Gaddafi's Libya, itself ostracized on the right and on 
the left, is for this purpose a broken reed. The hope of gaining 
access to Libya's arsenal? But Syria is bloated with Soviet- 
made arms it knows not how to absorb. Hie lure of Libyan 
money? Maybe, but the Libyan dictator is the least reliable 
keeper of financial aid promises among Arab leaders. 

The odds, it seems, are against a union between Syria and 
Libya any time soon — or, In any case, against Its persistence. If 
the union does come about, the actual military threat it will pose 
to Israel (not counting the possibility that Libya could get 
nuclear armature from Pakistan) need not be intolerable. 

What is, however, already intolerable is Syria's disengage- 
ment — as signified in the 14-point Tripoli plank — from any ncn. 
tion of peace with Israel. 

Hie issue is not theoretical. Seven years ago Israel agreed to a 
troop disengagement on the northern front, and to the return of 
a portion of the Golan Heights — including the town of Kuneitra 
— to Syria. Israel also agreed to discuss terms of settlement 
with Syria at a peace conference. The formal basis for these 
acts was UN Resolution 242. 

Now Syria, by teaming up with the foremost Arab war- 
monger, Libya, has in effect withdrawn its endorsement of 
these peace resolutions — and has thus reneged on its part Of the 
bargain. The countries that have lately cautioned Israel that un- 
ilateral annexation of the Golan Heights would be considered a 
violation of 242, should now alert Syria, in the sternest terms, to 
the fact that it Is gravely breaching that resolution — and that 
this is tantamount to open reversion to a policy of war. 


POSTSCRIPTS 


POLICE STATISTICS show that 89 
women were burned to death In 
New Delhi last year because of low 
dowries. Few of the cases have 
been successfully prosecuted. 

Between January and July this 
year, 67 dowry deaths were 
reported. Social workers and 
women’s leaders say the real figure 
Is far higher. 

Dowry has been outlawed in India 
since 1961. but the custom has 
resisted government decrees. 

Indian women are frequently 
harassed and, In some cases, 
murdered by the time of their wed- 
ding. Dowry takes several forms, 
ranging from cash payments to 
household goods such as furniture, 
refrigerators, air conditioners and 
sometimes even motorcycles and 
cars.

IT WILL BE SAD in Jerusalem’s 
Rehov Rahel Xmenu without the 
Latln-Amerlcan embassies. 
Vicente Gervasi, a former 
Venezuelan ambassador, was a 
gifted poet who published a slim 
volume of poems on. Jerusalem, 
called OHve Trees of Eternity. In 
one of them he wrote: 

I live in Rehov Rahel Iraenu, 
Rachel our mother... 

On the same street was the 
Uruguayan Embassy. I'm certain 
the decision to Leave Jerusalem la 
not at ail to the taste of the 
Uruguayan ambassador. Prof. 
Bautista Echevery Baggio. 

The Security Council decision 
wMch precipitated that move was 
only possible In a world where. 
Baghdad has become the capital of 
France, and the decisions of the 
Madrid government are dictated by 
Tripoli's enlightened leader. 

But we must not forget what 
Uruguay means to us. Israel's first 
diplomatic credentials were 
presented in Montevideo, only six 
months after the State was 
declared. Thousands of Jews filled 
the square in front of the preslden-. 
Hal palace, and this country's 
young envoy, fresh from the siege 
of Jerusalem, nervous about Ms 
first official appearance, made 
notes of what the President said to 
him: 

"Don't forget Uruguay's 
geograpMc position,” he told me. 
“We're pressed between the con- 
tinent's two giants, Argentina and 
Brazil. Uruguay would be unable to 
stand up against either of those 
neighbours if one of them decided to 
attack. So Uruguay knows the ex- 
istence of the State [of Israel) 
depends on the rule of law and 
justice in the world. If that is upset, 
Uruguay's own Independence is 
also in danger. When we fought for 
you we also struggled far our own 
existence.” 

Those words have a strange ring 
In the 1980s, when the concepts of 
law and justice have disappeared 


entirely from the International lex- 
icon. 


I HAVE no doubt that the Costa 
Rican ambassador, Roland Fer- 
nandez Pinto, and his young deputy 
Dr. Mas Herrera, share the sadness 
of the transfer. Dr. Mas Herrera Is 
a Catholic priest, who is particular- 
ly Interested In Hebrew studies. He 
even spent a year on a kibbutz, and 
now speaks Impeccable Hebrew. 

I've visited Costa Rica several 
times, most recently at the invita- 
tion of the then minister of culture, 

' Carmen Maranjo, who was once 
ambassador to Israel. I learned to 
respect her judgment and courage 
when, during the Yom Klppur War, 
I saw her defy protocol and drive an 
ambulance in Jerusalem. 

Carmen Maranjo opened the 
gates to the San Jose opera house 
for me. This Is the pride of the 
modest and somewhat provincial 
capital. "As a matter of fact," she 
told me with a smile, “San Jose is a 
city built around a theatre." ■ 

One day she came to me and said, 
“I've organized a tertuUa — — an In- 
formal discussion over coffee — In 
one of the rooms of the theatre." 
The subject: What makes the ties 
between Israel and Costa Rica so 
close? 

A few dozen intellectuals and 
spiritual leaders gathered In a 
small auditorium, most of them 
friends of Israel since 1948. Among 
them was Father Benjamin Nunez, 
a daring and revolutionary priest, 
who once represented Ms country In 
Jerusalem and later gave the most 
stirring speech at the UN In 
defiance of the decision condem- 
ning Zionism. 

What Is the link between faraway 
Costa Rica and Israel? Some said 
that what the two had In common 
was their smallness, and their con- 
cern for the fate of their citizens, an 
interest in rapid development for 
the benefit of the entire population. 

But through all the opinions ex- 
pressed ran another thread: being 


faithful to their cultural roots, to 
the people who carry on the 
spiritual -tradition of the Book of 
Books, persisting in the pursuit of a 
goal that created a political entity 
from an abstract concept. 

I was much moved when I left 
that room in the marble opera 
house which was the nucleus of the 
capital of a small Central- 
American state. 


'THE AMBASSADOR of Ecuador, 
Dr. Wilson Vela Hervas, will cer- 
tainly regret having to leave Ms 
spacious and airy Jerusalem apart- 
ment, where he entertained many 
friends In the cool breeze of the 
Jerusalem summer. 

My visits to Ecuador were in- 
frequent, hut one, a week after the 
Six Day War, stands out In my 
mind. It was in the midst of the 
usual frantic, hostile debates In the 
UN, which ended, because of 
Washington's firm stand, with the 
adoption of Security Council 
Resolution 242. X was asked to carry 
Israel's message to the heads of the 
South American nations, and 
covered the entire continent In a 
week. 

When I was about to leave Quito, I 
learned that no planes went north 
on Sunday, and I was forced to take 
a breather. I used my “vacation" to 
be taken on a tour of the plateau 
and to see with my own eyes the 
equator the country is named for. 

On the way to zero latitude (La 
Linea), we passed through an In- 
dian village at an altitude of 4,000 
metres. Around the central square 
on this day of rest sat dozens of 
villagers, their hats tilted over their 
eyes, stony-faced and silent We 
entered the dilapidated church and 
found an old' priest, the only white 
man in the village. 

We started talking to Mm, and ha 
asked where we were from. 

“Jerusalem," we said. 

" Israelites f " he asked, "Are you 
Jews?" 

We said yes. I pointed to my. 
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-friend and said, “This -man is the 
Israeli ambassador In your coun- 
try." 

He looked -us over, his eyes 
weary. "When you fought for 
Jerusalem a few days ago, all the 
residents of the village came to the 
church to pray for your victory/' 

Of all the expressions of 
friendship - for Israel 
fhiw one, from the Indiana 
godforsaken Andean 
the one I valued most. 
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But I have glven theae ‘lifts *

ONE HOPE I had In writing “A 
World of Difference" ( The 
Jerusalem Post, August 19), which 
was followed on this page by a 
featured reply and several letters 
often critical of -it, was that such a 
short account off one American 
family's adjustment to settling In 
Israel would move others to com- 
pare their own experience. 

From the understandably mixed 
response to my first attempt, I 
would like to focus here on three 
aspects that can help Illustrate 
problems all humans confront: un- 
founded surmise; personal oblo- 
quy; and an abuse of proper 
language. 

Perhaps the first of these is the 
most frequent error. One letter 
assumes my family had neither 
hosted nor been guests of Israelis. I 
doubt that any Western immigrant 
has had so incredible an experience 
— and this was not Implied. At least 
80 per cent of our mutual visits are 
with Israeli citizens; I trust we 
have made them as welcome as 
they have made us. 

Again, to presume that our 
children are “Imbued” with paren- 
tal "abhorrence of the less appeal- 
ing aspects of Israeli culture to 
such an exaggerated extent as to 
cripple the chances" of their 
successful absorption Is a rather 
wild — and wrong — surmise; 
though we do grumble os often as 
other Israelis, the children have 
only Israeli friends and have done 
well at school. 

The same writers mention having 
moved from an absorption, centre, 
after nine weeks, partly because of 
the negative attitude of their 
colleagues. Given the chance, we

might have followed. But, partly 
from "idealism," partly from a 
desire to contribute something of 
-value to our new home without 
recourse to special benefits provid- 
ed olim, we stayed. Our centre was 
.among three designed for those 
wishing to live on a kibbutz; like 
many American, immigrants, we 
lacked the financial means to join a 
moshav, and were beyond the age 
limit for one. 

The letter also asks if I “propose 
that pollution, 1 rudeness, and 
laziness are not to be found In the 
U.S.?" - A relative measure of 
rudeness, of course, may be present 
everywhere, though even most 
lower-class Americans manage, 
despite their frustration, to contain 
it within acceptable confines. 

The authors overlooked my clear 
statement that “Like a majority of 
Americans, the average 
Israeli... will bear quietly with at- 
mospheric and water pollution." 
The mean level of laziness is hard 
to gauge, but surveys of American 
and Israeli per capita productivity 
demonstrate Israel ranks much 
lower. While the Protestant (and 
Jewish) ethic has declined In both 
countries during the past decade, 
wMch can less afford It?

ANOTHER letter absolves the 
relative absence of temperate 
speech here on the ground that one 
should not “demand that Judah 
Maccabee” talk In the manner of a 
Hollywood hero, Israelis have In 
deed “grown up in a world. ..hostile 


and brutal with constant threats to 
their very existence." As one 
privileged to visit here In 1954, 1961, 
1967, 1969 and 1973-78, I found the 
majority of Israelis accepting this 
fact with restraint and composure. 

Earlier generations off Palesti- 
nian Jews had a well-noted esteem 
for those admirable qualities, 
though raised facing similar 
challenges. If, In times of extreme 
hazard, Israeli Jews have drawn 
together like an extended family, 
why do so many of us follow a 
different course now? 

Still another letter mis- 
paraphrasea my brief though ac- 
curate comment that none of our 
neighbours made us immediately 
welcome. I wrote “none thought to 
welcome us by visits,” contrasting 
this with the usual experience of 
Israelis who arrive In America, 
where even gentiles “often extend 
themselves to offer help and advice 
without being asked or the anticipa- 
tion of a tangible return." Such 
Americans generally ore no less 
preoccupied with career advance- 
ment and the difficulties they face, 
but will make a sincere effort to 
assist foreign neighbours moving 
into the neighbourhood. 


As for the article writer who 
assumed that my wife and I are 
typical spoiled middle-class 
Americans, some additional facts 
will Illuminate, again, the tenden- 
jtious drawing of a conclusion 
without evidence and that we have 
,been well-tested on our capacity to 
cope with diverse environm ents. 
My wife who became an txur 
[poverished refugee from the Soviet- j 
■occupied Vflna region at age seven,' 
has rarely known middle-class 
comforts. I worked my way through 
graduate school as a welfare in- 
. vestigator and high school teacher 
in Harlem. Our honeymoon was 
spent in a, small decrepit trailer 
while we for 18 months conducted 
research in the Nigerian bush.. 
Fourteen of the past 20 years my 
wife and I have lived*- 'lor 
professional reasons, in Asia, 
Europe and Africa. The only home 
we have owned Is our 68 sq.m, 
apartment in Jerusalem, which we 
could afford to buy and furnish 
mainly by grace of a parental loan.

PROMOTING ALIYA 

To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 
Sir. — At first glance, the concept 


of the WZO Department of Im- 
migration and Absorption to have 
Aliya Councils concentrated within 
the framework of the American 
Jewish community establishment 
appears to be a dramatic step to 
attempting to raise the abysmal 
(and decreasing) aliya figures 
from the U.S. 

While creating an aliya at- 
mosphere is no doubt an important 
facet of encouraging aliya, the 
WZO'a Aliya Councils will be 
rendered Impotent unless they are 
also involved in the promotion of 
non-aliya oriented programmes. 

According to WZO statistics, 93 
per cent of all immigrants from the 
US are people who have been in 
Israel at least once prior to their 
aliya. Therefore, the proper policy 
would seem to be to Increase our ac- 
tivities encouraging American 
Jews, especially young people, to 


come to Israel on any of the 
summer, kibbutz, university, post- 
graduate and other programmes 
already available. 

As a result of concentrated ef- 
forts in this area, we will create a 
reservoir of potential olim, some of 
whom will actually return: and we 
will succeed in strengthening the 
Jewish identities of Jews who might 
otherwise be lost to the Jewish 
world. In both cases, Israel and the 
Jewish people will win. 

These are not necessarily new 
revelations. This was the direction 
of the Noar veHehalutz and its 
emissaries in the U.S. to previous 
administrations, and was also the 
emphasis of a small, but very 
successful group of aliya 
emissaries, some of whom are stiU 
attached In various capacities to 
the WZO and the Ministry of Ab- 
sorption.
